The California Materials Exchange (CaIMAX) is a
service sponsored by the California Integrated
Waste Management Board. It is designed to help
businesses find markets for materials that have
been traditionally discarded. CalIMAX provides
businesses, industries, nonprofits, and institutions
with the ability to locate and utilize industry by-
products, salvaged materials, and other resources
previously discarded.

CalMAX Services Include...
= Electronic Database/\Web Site

The CalMAX database categorizes materials
into 15 separate classifications and is
accessible 24 hours a day through the
CalMAX Web site. Users can create new
listings or search existing listings of available
or wanted materials. Advanced search
features by county, region, material type, or
key word help users find the materials they
are looking for. The CalIMAX Website also
features articles and links to other material
exchange sites throughout California and
North America.

= Quarterly Catalog

The CalMAX catalog is published quarterly,
providing listings similar to traditional
classified advertising. Businesses, nonprofit
groups, and government agencies may list
materials they have to offer (“available™) or
that they are looking for (“‘wanted”). Items
are available free or at a substantially reduced
fee and are negotiated solely between
interested parties.

The catalog also features articles on creative
reuse and successful material exchanges, and
includes a directory of organizations involved

in reuse efforts throughout California. Special
pullout inserts target specific materials such as
organics and construction and demolition
materials.

= Partnership Opportunities

CalMAX offers partnerships to local governments
and nonprofits to provide materials exchange
services to local businesses through commercial
outreach efforts. Partners benefit by using
CalMAX’s established database management
system free of charge, in addition to receiving
access to promotional materials, speakers bureau,
bulk catalog offers, and customized regional
reports.

Materials
previously discarded, with the potential for reuse can be
listed. Materials are grouped into 15 categories for easy
reference.
